defits Few—Anciént Superstitions 
Dying Out—Committeé of British 
Sciertists Investigate Bolts From 
Heaven. 


The ancient Romans avoided places 
struck by lightning; the. houses, if 
damaged, were pulled down or fenced 
in, so that no one coua use the 
bulding on whith the gods had set 
the mark of thei; displeasure. This 
feeling was probe ly. deepened by the 
fact that certain localities are visited 
by thunder sturms more tuan others, 
the wrath oc Jove descénaing in white 
flame time and again in the same 
spot. And it was the same stuper- 
stition, lingering amoug Christians in 
a slightly different form, which made 
it so difficult for Benjamin Franklin 
to introduce the lightning rod. For 
the pious Americans of that day de- 
clared that “it was as impious to er- 
ect rods to ward off Heaven's light- 
fing as for a child to ward off the 
ebastening rod of its father.” 

Although many of the ancient sup: 
erstitions are dying out, the fears of 
these fiery bolts from heaven is still 
decyply implanted in the human heart. 
Men and women of high courage will 
become greatly agitated during a vio- 
lent thunder storm. An entire com- 
munity will be stirred to its depth 
through a death by lightning. The 
current of Martin Luther's 1 was 
entirely changed by onè of his gear- 
est friends meeting with this aw- 
ful end. For these reasons, and de- 
cause the danger is a very real one, 
the views and theories of Killing- 
worth Hedges, secrétary of the Lignt- 
ning Research Conimittee of the Roy- 
al Institution of British Architects, 
are of interest and value. 

To begin with, it is encouraging to 
learn that, though there were many 
injuries and marvelous escapes, there 
were only two fatal accidents among 
the 500 cases of buildings str ck 
which were sent in to the Lightning 
Research Committee, Certain pos- 
itions,- however, seem to be much 
more dangerous than others during 
a storm, and the following sugges- 
tions are worthy. of careful considera- 
tion: Keep as far away as possible 
from, an open fireplace, for, if the 
chimney is struck the grate and sur- 
ronndings will almost invariably be 
blown out [nto the room. Do not sit in 
A- greenhouse or conservatory or take 
refuge in u barn or alongside ot a 
haystack. The popular idea tbat 
glass attracts lighting is absurd; in 
fact, if one does not mind the glare 
of the lightning, there is no evidence 
to show tuat it is unsafe to approach 
a window, 

Fatal accidents generally occur 
when people take shelter outside a 
building. “A wet wall often conducis 
some of the electricity, and a per- 
son standing near ìt prov.des a good 
path to earth, Bspecial care should 
be taken to avold the proximity of a 
lightning conductor, and, as any pipes 
descending from the roof may act as 
conductors, keep as far away from 
them as possible, It is well known 
that trees are most dangerous, and 
Killingworth Hedges points out that 
there is great danger of velng struck 
if one is anywhere under the bougns 
as oghtning striking a tree disperses 
like tain through all its branches. 
with, perhaps, fatal results to per- 
sons or animals in the area below. 
Trees act, to a certain extent” as 
ligatning foos, so that one ia fairly 
safe in Ahelr netghborhobd. it not dir- 
ectly beneath their branches. When 
on a treeless pl it is wisest to lie 
down during the height of a storm,

Can't Sip Into Pocket. 

Into. the pocket, becoming tightly 
wedged in the lower corners, where 
There is 
no, chance of this happening with 
eyeglasses having the attachment 
shown here.

How Needles are Made. 

It may surprise a good many to 
learn that no fewerthan twenty-two 
reparate processes are required to 
make the tiny steel Instrument fa- 
miliar to everyone, but the fact gives 
one an idea of the perfection to 
which its manufacture has been 
brought. A needle’ is shown of the 


in the factory, and a comparison of 
the one made to-day showa what 
strides the industry has made even 
in one reign, and what patience and 
inventiveness have been brought to 
bear upon ft A thick, badly shaped 
shaft, white in color, with an irregu- 
lar point, a head much larger than 
the body of the object, and a rough- 
ly-drilled circular eye; such was the 
needle with which the seanistreas of 
1837 had to sew. The modern needle 
is fine, with an evenly tapered point, 
a head no wider than the shaft, an 
eye perfectly smooth inside and well 
shaped, and a polish like glass, so 
that it slips easily through the ma- 
to sewn. To understand to what 
a pitch of perfection needie-making 
haa been brought, one has only to 
examine the ‘“calyx-ayed"*- needle, 
one of the latest developments of the 
article. As it is threaded through a 
slit in the top of the head instead of 
im the ordinary way, there must be 
sufficient elasticity to allow the 
thread to pass into the eye without 
being frayed or cut, and at the same 
time the sides of the head must be 
capable of springing together again 
so aë to prevent the cotton from slip- 
ping out after the needle is thread-

The Governor laughed at the inti- 
mation that there is any uncertainty 
aa to hia position, He said he had 
seen the published statements and bad 
no .obfection to relieving the minds 
of those who entertain any doubt as 
to bia attitude In what he said he 
not only dispels this doubt. bat he 
gives to republicans, as well as Demo- 
crats and independents throughout 
the State, food for thought. He said 
that the purpose of the amendment is 
to leasen the ignorant and vicious 
negro vote. To the statement that its 
adoption wonld make Maryland a one 
party State he auswered that at this 
time, with the race issue. it is a one- 
party State, and that any oltizen who 
is satisfied solely to keep it a one par- 
ty State or wants to see the Demo- 
oratic party in, regardless of policies, 
record or effort to meet the require- 
ments of a progressive publio senti- 
ment, should unquestionably vote 
against the amendment.

able instanoés of extraordinary en- 
deayor may be ‘cited in refutation ‘of 
this charge. 

The pastor of a church at Cripple 
Creek, Col has introduced the tree 
lunch feature in connection with his 
church work. He announced in the 
papers that all who attended bis ser- 
vice would afterward be provided 
with free food in the Sunday schoo} 
room.

York preacher employed a whistler 
and later a vaudeville artist to en- 
liven the services at his church. Not 
long ago the writer nad occasion (9 
make an extensive trip over the Uñ- 
ited States, and in eleven different 
cities pastors of various denomina- 
tious went to the trouble to copy tis 
nume from tne hotel register and send 
invitations to attend their meeungs. 

In many cities churen adveri2e- 
ments now-appear in the street care 
anf ‘other public placer” The Coayic- 
lion. seems to be growing that it pays 
to advertise religion as well aa uug- 
thing else; 

A Chicago minister hit upon a plan 
to encourage housewives and young 
motbers to come to the Sunday morit- 
ing service at his church. He estab- 
lished a creche or day nursery in an 
adjoining building where he installed 
a corps of nurses under the charge 
of a competent matron. 

Mothers of babies and young thiid- 
ren are now invited to bring the lit le 
people along and check them free of 
charge in the creche, while they at- 
tend church next door. Their minds 
can thus be free from worry in tne 
thought that their children are ‘near 
and are being well cared for. 

The man who objects to foreign 
miasiong and thinks that nothing is 
being done to spread tne Gospel at 
héme*will be surprised to know that 
a great Organization is at work es- 
tablishing churthes and Sunday 
schools in the out-of way places of 
this country.

Woddy cuttings require 
More care. For instance, weigeld, 
foraythia, honeysuckle, etc., should 
have cuttings taken from well ripen- 
ed wood in July or August. Cut to 
a length containing two pairs of 
leaves. Remove the lower pair and 
with a sharp blade make a clean cut 
right at the joint: Many woody 
plants will not form a callus except 
‘hen cut at thie point. Leave the 
stem projecting a little above the 
upper pair of leaves, so it may not 
dry back too far and injure the buds. 
Then the two leaves left should have 
the outer half of the blades re- 
moved. 

With roses, or other shrubs where 
the leaves are not In pairs, the same 


| principle holds. Choose the wood 


which has bloomed and cut to in- 
clude’ four or five joints, always 
making the lower cut at a joint. Re- 
move the lowest two leaves and cut 
back the others. ‘They should be 
pressed firmly in the sand, Kept 
moist and given plenty of: sunlight.

Thrashing Out of Shock. 
If thrashing can be done before 


{| the grain is damaged by rains all 


well and good. Even with some 
nite thrashing weather, ander the 
common practice mow of thrashing 
im circujts not many can get their 
work done during the most favorable 
time. Some must wait until the last 


ot the thrashing seaion, and during 


this time the grain in shocks ia. ure 
to deteriorate, In some localitics 
farmers are going back to the prac- 
tice of putting all grain in stack and 
giving it time to go through the 
sweat before it Is thrashed. This in- 
sures nice, bright grain, whict! may 
them be stored without any danger 
of heating, and the straw is much 
nicer for feeding. But-if grain must 
do left in shock until a machine gets 
sround to you, then by ail. means 
put up good shocks and cap them 
with two big sheaves. Walk around 
the grain field every day and replace 
any caps which the wind may have 
tlown. off. If any shocks are dam- 
agod better throw these out as you 

ul in to the thrashing machino.

The rise and fall ot Dowièism as a 
religion la noteworthy for the short 
space of time in which it occurred. 
The Christian Catholic church in zion 
was organized on February 22, 1896. 
It too out seven years to reach its 
apogee, then declined swiftly, 

One of the curious features of the

have’ made ahd lost a fortune of no 
mean size. He was reported some 
years ago, when the lace iactories in 
Zion City were running and all seemed 
well from a material standpoint, to be 
worth $15,000,000. 

A city of 6,600 acres, one of the 
boom towns- of the West, stood en- 
tirely in his name and so did all its 
Industries. The collections from tae 
congregations were said to amount tc 
between 3500,000 and 91,000,000 a year. 
One-tenth of the income of the mem- 
bers of the Church went to Dowie. 
It has come out since that he was able 
to drop $1,200,000 in stocks in 1903 
and 1904, but his followers didn't 
Know of this. 

Much of this success was brought 
about because Dowleism at tirat 
seemed to promise material well being 
for those who took it up. Tho lace 
making industry which Dow icked 
up in England and transplanted to 
Zion City lured thither many of those 
who became his followers. But none 
of them ever secured a foot of, lana 
there that he could call his own. They 
leased lots form Dowie for 1,100 years. 

Dowie started buying the laud in 
1899. The first building was erected 
iu 1901. Dowie himseif took up his 
residence there ln March, 1902, and it 
was then that his religion entered 
upon its golden age, 

When Dowie announced that he 
was about to start a new industry 
there the poor in Chicago hastened to 
join his community. Before this 
Dowie had appeared as a preacder 
aud falth heaier, but with Zion City 
Opening up alluring prospects or - 
nancial success Dowie announced that 
he was Elijah the Restorer sent by 
God. The Interesting part of his re- 
ligion was the manner in which he 
sought to insure for himself supreme 
control of the Church and also his 
own Income. 

In addition to taking the oath which 
Judge Landis described as being be- 
neath contempt, the discipline or the 
Church described it as being an army 
“which does not vote as to who shail 
be its officers, but, believing that Gou 
has given aposties, prophets and 
teachors, obeys those whom wod bas 
set over his kingdom in so far as 
these obey the plainly revealed word 
of God.” Another paragraph in the 
discipline provided (hat a tithe of all 
the earnings should be given “into 
God's storehouse,” which was Dowie. 

When Zion City was at tne height 
or its prosperity & contained more 
than 6,000 persons who subscribed to 
this creed and accepted all announce- 
ments from the General Overseer, ar 
Dowie called himself, as coming from 
God. Every store, every factory and 
every peanut stand was in the name 
of Dowie. Bvery business enterprise 

was run ip his name. 

When Dowle movea on New York 
with his Restoration Host the city 
he had built up in lesa than three 
years bade fair to become one of the 
important’ comimunities of the state. 
There were 4,000 hands in the lace 
factories, stores were doing a large

business and a great university had 


been started. Dowie lived In a house 
which cost $154,000 and contained 
among other things a set-of dining 
room furniture worth $4,600, In the 
office of this Elijah there was a tabie 
that cost $1,200. 

With the trip to New. York the 
tidé turned. Since then trouble has 
come swiftly upon Dowie. He prom- 
teed bia followers that he would re- 
claim New York from the devil and 
lead it captive back to Zion, and mem- 
bers of his Restoration Host came 
with bim on that strange crusade. 

When they went back his prestige 
was gone and Dowietem was ou the 
wane, Its passing since then has been

world to try his luck in the role of a 
modern Blijah, but he was hooted at

Remember, that it 
js easier to guard against disease 
than to cure it, and it is almost al- 
ways unsatisfactory to treat sick 
fowls. 


Overtat Hens. 

Beware of overfat, inactive hens; 
they are almost certain to be a 
source of trouble and at the best are 
unprofitable stock to keep either for 
layers or breeding stock. Now is 
the time to weed out the droues.

The Chung Wah Kong Sor E Sang 
Fong, translated into English,’ is he 
Combined Chinese-Speaking Society's 
Hospital." -Eyen this means little to 
those Unfamiliar with Chinese cus- 
tonis and beuefa But to those wna 
know it suggests the mysteries of the 
Powdered toad and cockroach, of 
shake skins and frog skins, oll of 
sails, and herbs, and otuer “yock 
toy,“ or medicines, It also suggests 
One laudable characteristic of the 
Chinaman which he possesses more 
than any other race—he cares for his 
own. No Chinaman is ever the recipi- 
ent of outside charity, and the Door 
and sick of the race are never a load 
on the white people. The little hos- 
pital at 105 Park street receives 
them, rich and poor alike, and it is 
supported entirely by contributions 
from the Chinese-speaking people, 
says the New York Times. 

The little institution is compara- 
tively new. It owes its origin to Hol 
You, the Chinese Consul im dan Fran- 
cisco, who Visiter New York five years 
ago. He suggester to the Six Com- 
panies that they immediately amab- 
lish such a hospital. The merchants 
acted upon his suggestion, and in a 
short kime an organization was effect- 
ed undef the guiding hand of Lee Yick, 
the merchant at 34 Peli street, and the 
little building was leased at a monthly 
rental of $70: 

The hospital is supported by contri- 
butions from nearly all Chinamen 
within a distance of 500 miles from 
New Tork, and draws its patients 
from all this great territory, White 
people have a pretty general idea that 
the Chinaman js devoid of that qual- 
ity known as “grit.” But in cases of 
illness he is the personification of % 
“grit,” and when he succumbs and * aa may Ay 
abandons his work, in nine cases out j - TA 
of ten be is soon a fit subject for au 
undertaker. The most prevalent dis- 
ease among them is consumption. 

Joseph Chung Hoe, the chee noy, a 
native of the south of China, born in 
Canton, was put in charge of the hos- 
pital at ite origin and still does all of 
the nursing and conducts all of the 
business of the Institution. He came 
to the United States thirty-four years 
ago, and for many years was a nurse 
for prominent physicians of Philadel- 
phia and New York. Combined with 
his practical experience, he is very in- 
telligent, speaking and writing almost 
pure English, 

The Chinaman has a pécullar preju- 
dice against calling the Chung Wahb 
Kong Sor E Sang Fongahosipal. Call 
it by that. name, and, although ex- 
tremely reticent about speaking of it, 
he will quickly correct you. | 

Most of the Chinamen, when they 

860 to the hospital, prefer the “Chinee- 
like” doctors, who treat them accord- 
ing to the customs laid down by the 
old. orienta: phyaiclans thousands of 
years ago. The walls of the wards 
jn the hospital are covered with w- $ 
scriptions of these old physicians 
Their manner of treatment is pvased 
not on the idea of the curative proper- 
tles of their prestriptions, but on their 
power of driving out the evil. spirits 
of sickness. The Chinaman looks up- 
on the “Chinee-like” doctor with more 
awe and reverence than he does upon 
the Mellean-Uke.“ 

In the hospital the feeble or sick 
Chinaman lacks for nothing to make 
his heart glad in his declining days. 

| Money or no money, couslus or no 
cousins,” he is treated just the same. 
Banquets are of nightly occurrence in 
„some of the numerous Chinese social 
clubs, and the choicest vianda left 
over from these are always taken to 
the hospital. Whoever gives the ban- 
quets considers it a bounden duty to 
prepare à sufficient amount that the 
Chung Wah Kong Bor E Sang Fong 
may bé presented with a goodly quan- 
tity, This is taken to old Joseph 
Chung Ho, the chee noy, or nurse, 
who conducts all of the business of 
the Institution, even to receiving the 
contributions.

Plans For New Dairy Barns.’

The result is that the division has a 
large number of plans suitable for 
building barns and stables of vary- 
ing costs, o that anyone contem- 
plating building a barn can obtain 
by simply corresponding with the 
chief of the division, a set of bulid- 
ing plans which will probably just 
about meet his needs,

Janetovka, the Russian consumptive i 
resori in the Samara steppes, is gj 
qieerest cure“ in all the world. It is 
based on the “koumiss treatment,” 

Koumise as every one knows, is 
forneriy practising in St. Peteraburg; 
this hus been found to possess | 
velous nutritive and restorative pow- 
ers when combined with clear strong 
air and sunlight. . Janetovka is due to 
Dr. G. L. Carrick, a British physician 
foimrly practising in St. Petersburg: 
years ago he was one of the surgeon 
at the Brompton Consumption Hospi- 
tal in London. 

The season at JanetdVka lasts only | 
from June till the end of August. Sum- 
mer on the steppes is excessively hot 
—often 105 degrees In the shade—yet 
in the night it may sink to 46 de- 
grees or even lower. Nevertheless. no 
dew falls except about an hour before 
sunset so that the hights left cool 
and dry—a delightful change after the 
blazing sunshine of the day. And 
these long silent nights have no in- 
considerable part in the cure, for 
many restless patients are almost forc- 
ed jnto slumber by the heavy, mysteri- 
ous silence of the great steppes. 

No fewer than 170 persons are en- 
gaged in Janetovka largely herders 
for the great troops of milch mares. 
The servants in the cottages are odd 
Ute Bashkir waiters, clothed in 
smart uniforms, They get some $7.50 
for their three months of service. Of 
course they make a good deal out of 
the tips from patients and finally slip 
home to their native hamlet over the 
Asiatic border swaggering in new 
clothes and as proud us peacocks. 

There are Jarge staffs of horte herds 
and koumise maker@—the one men, 
and the other women. The koumiss is 
mide in three qualities—weak, međi- 
um and strong. The former is ot 
less than twenty four hours fermenta- 
tion, the medium ‘between twenty four 
and forty eight and the strong well 
over forty eight. 

Koumiss is made in thousands of 
gallons every day at Janetovka; the 
output being calculated on a basis; 
of six full champagne bottles every 
day foreach patient. This may seem 
a pretty liberal allowance, but tne 
milk i$ partly digested. or peptonized 
during fermentation, thus enabling the 
patients to consime immense quan- 
titles without any feeling of replè- 
tion. x 2 

Some patients, Indeed, consume nine 
bottles a day’ comfortably, drinking 
chiefly between meals and never after 
7 in the evening. Far from satistying 
the appetite koumiss seems rather to 
sharpen it aud in this way real zest 
is created for the gigantic meals, 

During fermentation the koumlss’ac- 
quires quite a champagnelike quality, 
aud is elevating to those om- 
ed to it. The strong variety- N oft

The Game end Fish Uommission 
appointed by Governor Orothern ta re 
vina the gawe laws of the State ata 
recent meeting bare drafted a bill 
to be presented to the next Legislature 
which. embodies several important 
changes uffecting bunters, the princi- 
pal of which is that each hunter, ez - 
cept the owner of the land shall pay 
to the clerk of the Circuit Odurt a 
license of $5 annually before he will be 
allowed to hunt. ‘The bill also pre- 
borides the number of partridges, rab- 
bits, ot. , that shall de killed by 
any one gunner. The Mense is to be 
paid into the State Treasury and will 
not be weed fot game stock purposes.
